T is neceſſary to be remembered, That by Virtue of an Act of pn 
liament made in the Year 17517, for Alteration of the Stile, th 
2ginning of the Year was changed from the 25th of March to th 
firſt Day of January. This Change took place on the firſt of Januy, 
7752 3 and the Act enjcins and direts, That from and aſter that Ting 
every ſucceeding firſt Day of Jannary, in every Year to come, ſhall h 
the firſt Day of every Ycar reſpe&ively z and that all Deeds and Writing 
of vhat Nature and Kind fever, ih be dated accordingly. 

In Conſequenee of the ſame Act of Parliament, the Uſe of the Juli 
Account or Cl! St le, heretofore followed in this Country, ceaſed on th 
Second of September ot the fame Yrar, 1752; and by dropping « 
leaving out eleven nominal Days, ond calling the next, which wel 
Have been the third, t fourteemn, the New Stile took place; u 
from thence, by the ſaid Act, is directed to be uſed for all Time to com 
in all his Majeſty's Dominions ſubject to the Crown of Great-Rritan

and Things formerly to be done arid periormed on the ſaid Feat, ful 
Ieh Obſerved, and Performed on the ſame Natura!

O U may remember I told you laſt Year, I would give 
you a further Account of the Effects of the three Suns 
that appeared laſt April, but they having ſufficiently ſhewn 
their Effects, I ſhall defiſt at this Time, and proceed to give 
you an Account of a Comet that was ſeen in April, 1766, 
which take as follows, in a Letter from a Correſpondent : 
Worceſter, April 10, 1766. 
T AST Tusſday Evening, about Eighto'Clock a Comet

« tude ; the Nucleus, or Head of the Comet, was juſt above 
„the Tail of Aries, near to Muſca; the Tail aſcending 
from it was about 1 deg. anda Zin Length, and ended in 
* a right Line from directly towards the two Stars in the 
Foot of Perſeus : Its ſetting was a little before Ten; but 
by its Poſition muſt riſe with the {3 next Morning” ; thus 
far my Letter.
